‘Deputies Told to be Prepared to Hold 
an Extra Session.

MEXICO CITY, June 15.—Great sig- 

nificance is attached to a statement 

made in an executive session of the 


o+€hamber of Deputies today by the 


Secretary in the name of the Presi- 
‘dent, Leoncio R. Blanco, 

After an uneventful public session 
the Chamber of Deputies had gone 
into executive session, when Manuel 


ting +Guasque, the Secretary, informed the 


members that as an extension of the 
regular session was about to close on 
Wednesday, a standing cgmmittee of 
Congress would have to be appointed. 
Then the Secretary, speaking for Sefi- 
or Blanco, the President, informed the 
Chamber that an extra session of 
Congress would soon have. to be con- 
vened “to discuss a matter of the 


highest patriotic interest.” 

The Deputies have been holding an 
extension of the regular session since 
June 1, but the session announced by 
Sefior Guasque is to be an extra sés- 
‘sion in the strict sense of the term. 
‘In‘ consequence the Deputies were re- 
quested by Secretary Guasque not to 
absent themselves: from the capital. 

In stating today that he had no 

news fro mthe peace negotiators, 
‘Sefior Esteva Ruiz, acting. Secretary 
of _Foreign Relations, denied that 
there was any necessary connection 
between the reported winding up of 
the conference and the prospective 
adjournment of the Mexican Con- 
gress on Wednesday. 
’ Jn other quarters it was stated that 
while the Niagara negotaitions were 
progressing favorably,. no definite 
agreement had yet been reached. 

Feeling as to the outcome of the 
peace conference was distinctly more 
hopeful today than was the case last 
week. This feeling was accentuated 
by the announcement that Congress 
would be convened in extra session, 
though the public at large are not yet 
told of the news, as it will not be 
published in the local press till to- 
morrow. morning. 

Significance is attached to the fact 
that every evening train from Vera 
Cruz brings several returning Amer- 
icans, ‘generally well-known residents, 

The two officers and eleven marines 
of the Japanese cruiser Idzumo, who 
accompanied the Japanese Minister 
Adatchi from the coast to the capital, 
remain for the present guests of the 
legation. 

Gen. Blanquet, the Minister of War, 
was questioned tonight in. regard to 
Gregorio Aracaraz, the Filipino serv- 
ant of Admiral Fletcher. He said that 
Aracaraz was set free four days ago. 

Gen. Huerta took a cup of choéo- 
late at an uptown resort late. this 
afternoon. He was accompanied by a 
single aid and seemed in cheerful 
mood. 


ENVOYS APPEAL TO BRYAN. 


Mexicans Demand Release of Ter- 
razas, Held by Rebels. 


NIAGARA FALLS, Ontario, June 15.— 
Ambassador da Gama of Brazil tonight 
made urgent representations to Secre- 
tary Bryan, through the American dele- 
gatesS here, to obtain the release. at 
Chihuahua of Luis Terrazas, Jr., the 
wealthy land owner, for whom a big 
ransom has been asked by the Consti-; 
tutionalists. The rebels. frequently have 
ezonsuneg to put-errazas to death. 

The Ambassador acted’ upon the re- 
ceipt of a telegram through the Huerta 
delegates, and Frederick W. hmann 
gromyty telephoned to Secretary Bryan. 

t is the first case of this kind which 
has been taken up through the medi- 
,ators. The Brazilian Ambassador and 
the American delegates were reluctant 
to discuss what developments had arisen 
to prompt the new representations. 


REPORTS ROUT OF REBELS. 


Cabral Caught and Shot, Says Bar- 
ron—Accuses Tampico Americans. 


MEXICO CITY, June 15.—Gen. Barron, 
in his official report of the battle at 
Zacatecas, says that after eight days’ 
fighting the Constitutionalists were re- 
pulsed &nd were pursued by him and by 
Gen. Benjamin Argumedo.

VERA. CRUZ, June 15.-The arrival of

café. Water spurted from the broken 
mains, and, added to the torrents from 
the skies, converted the whole district 
into a veritable river..

There was such a sale of Panama 
Canal bonds'in President_Taft’s time 
that resulted in prices highly gratifying 
to the Treasury Department. But Mr. 
McAdoo is determined not to issue any 
bonds. It is thought that such an 
issue now, even for the Canal, would be 
construed as a. confession that. the in- 
come tax and tariff laws were not 
workin. properly, and the question 
might raised in the coming cam- 
paign. In response to questions about 
the matter this afternoon the Secretary 
of the Treasury sent out this statement 
in pencil: 

‘**There. is no occasion for an issue 
of Governmental bonds, and the ques- 
tion is not being considered.’’ 

The subject was discussed at length 
today by Senator Simmons of North 
Carolina, Chairman of the Committee 
on Finance, which handled the Income 
Tax and Tariff bills, and Representa- 
tive Cordele Hull of Tennessee, who 
drafted the Income Tax bill in the first 
‘instance. Both took the view that the 
tax was working out well, though minor 
defects in operation might be discovered 
the first year. 


Too Early to Pass Judgment. 


“ Having observed the operation of 
the new income tax law thus far as 
closely as possible,” said Mr. Hull, “I 
feel no reasonable doubt as te its suc- 
cessful administration and satisfactory 
yield of revenue in the future. More 
than fifty similar laws of other coun- 


tries are being administered as suc- 
cessfully from every standpoint as any 
other tax law, and more satisfactorily 
from most standpoints. * 

“It would be h. harsh and unfair 
to pronounce permanent judgment on 
the law at the present initial stage. To 
place any comprehensive tax law upon 
a@ satisfactory administrative basis and 
to secure its normal yield of revenue 
requires one or two years. The law in 
its operation has only applied thus far 
to fractional parts of-the year 1913. 
Many thousands of taxable persons, both 
here and temporarily abroad, have not 
yet made returns. 

**On account of the brief time al- 
lowed .in which to get familiar with the 
laws and the regulations, an immense 
portion of the returns that were made 
are inaccurate. The method of with- 
holding the tax at the source of the in- 
come and paying to the Government, 
under which the revenues of England 
were doubled the first year of its oper- 
ation, did not apply to the year 1913. 
While the law apparently applied to all 
taxable income for the last ten months 
of 1913, the facts are that it only ap- 
plied for four months of this period, 
with respect to all semi-annual income 
payable in January and’ July. 

“This embraces all such semi-annual 
interest, salaries, &c., as to the 
normal tax, and, in addition to these 
classes of income, dividends were em- 
braced as to the additional or graduated 
tax rates. The law likewise me to 
only seven months of the year 1913 with 
respect to all quarterly income, payable 
in January, April, July, and October. 
In its effect, therefore, it is seen that 
the entire rates really applied to these 
large classes of income only to the 
exterd of less than six months, on an 
average, of: the year. 1913, instead’ of 
ten months as indicated on the face of 
the law.” 

“It is true. that the income tax law 
has not produced what we estimated,” 
said Senator Simmons. “I: believe a 
large part of that loss will be made 
up, however, when the corps of. special 
agents has finished its work of check-

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FEAR IT BREEDS DISASTER 


Scientists Are at Odds Over the Dis- 
turbance—Mineralogist Prophe- 
sles.a Great Upheaval.

RED BLUFF, Cal., June 15.—Lasseh 
Peak, the long dormant volcano of the 
Sierra Nevada range, had another erup- 
tion at 5:30 o’clock this afternoon, the 
fifth in two days. The eruption was 
plainly visible from here, in spite of the 
heavy haze which obscured the mount- 
ain: all day. It is believed that the 
crater emitted nothing tonight except 
steam and heavy white smoke, but in- 
tervening clouds may have masked the 
black cloud of ash and flying rock 
which marked yesterday’s eruptions, 

Fear has overtaken the inhabitants 
whose homes are on the high. meadows 
in the neighborhood of the Peak. The 
telephones used by the forest rangers 
are the only means of wire communica- 
tion with the region about the Peak, 
and they are working: badly. Earlier 
in the day one of the raggers tele- 
phoned that the mountain gave evidence 


message telling of the eruption has been 
received since that time. 

W. H. Storms, former State mineralo- 
gist, who arrived here yesterday to 
make observations, outs the theory 
that the’ phenomena of the last two 
weeks are due te geysers. 

“Indications are that Lassen will imi- 


tate the performance of Krakatoa, a 
volcano on the Island of Java,’’ he said. 

* Krakatoa in 1883, after a few minor 
disturbances similar to Lassen’s present 
activity, burst into one tremendous ex- 
plosion which destroyed the mountain 
and spread a pall of darkness over hun- 
dreds of square mites. 

“Tt is a mistake to put the disturb- 
ance in the class of geysers. Geysers do 
not eject rocks, scoriae cinders, and 
ashes. These are the characteristics 
of genuine volcanoes. en is in ac- 
tive and violent eruption.”’ 

Prof. T. J. J. See, observer at Mare 
Island Navy Yard, a scientist of inter- 
national reputation, took a somewhat 
different view. 

‘“*T hardly think the-activity of Lassen 
will become so great as to produce yi 
tions of lava,’’ he said. “it is likely 
to maintain a feeble and comparatively 
harmless activity. . Lassen is 200 miles 
from the ocean, which is too far inland 
to become a source of much real dan- 
ger. The really dangerous volcanoes 
depend on the leakage of the oceans and 
the formation of vast accumulations of 
steam beneath their roots. No volcano 
is now active over 125 miles from the 
ocean, and, as the study of the earth 
shows, they all die out inland. The 
chances of any real danger appear to me 
to be small.’’ 

Jesse Wright and J. H. Reagan of 
Redding, who early today reached a 
point within three-quarters of a mile of 
the main crater, said they were envel- 
oped in sulphurous fumes and saved 
themselves from suffocation by lying 
on their faces and digging into the 
ground. So far as could be learned earl 
today the crater of May whic 
started as an enlarged fissure, is the 
most active.. From it yesterday rose 
the-great black cloud, “like a burning 
oil well,”” observers said, which attract- 
no agua persons within -a radius of fifty 
miles. ;

Violence Championed by Organ- 
izer at Hearing Before Indus- 
trial Relations Commission. 


EMPLOYER GOT’ NO CHANCE 


Willing to Run Silk Mill en Co-op- 
erative Basis, but Never Knew 
Why His Men Struck. 


Special to The New York Times, 

PATERSON, N. J., June 15.—With the 
same frankness shown by Vincent St. 
John, Secretary-Treasurer of the I. W. 
W., at hearings before the Industrial Re- 
iations Commission in New York, Adolph 
Lessig, the I. W. W. organizer in the 
recent. Paterson silk strike, told the 
Commissioners here today about the I. 
W. W. methods. He said the I. W. W. 
believed in direct action, sabotage, and 
the crippling of an employer's plant by 
general strikes called without notice. 

The witness recited, as an example of 
the I. W. W, practice, that the employes 
of tle silk mill operated by Henry J. 
Doherty, Jr., had been called out on 
strike before Mr. Doherty had any 
chance to hear or adjust their griev- 
ances. 5 

Mr. Doherty corroborated that state- 
ment. He said he never had been able 
to find out why his men walked out, 
He added that his father had worked 
his way from a silk weaver at $15 a 
week, ‘and that both he and his father 
were ardent believers in trades union- 
ism, and would have been willing even 
to settle the strike by turning the mill 
over to the men to be run co-operatively, 
its proprietor. to receive merely 5 per 


cent. interest on his investment in -the 


property. 

Lessig was examined by W. O. Thomp- 
son, counsel for the commission. Lessig 
remained on the stand so long that three 
of the witnesses who had been sum- 
moned could not be heard, and it 
seemed that -the hearings here would 
have to be extended beyond the two days 
for which hearings had been announced. 

The American Federation of Labor, it 


was brought out by. the testimony of 
Thomas F. Morgan, Second Vice Presi- 
dent of the United Textile Workers, had 
no sympathy with the methods used in 
Paterson by the Il. W. W. He asserted 
that the silk strike ‘would have been 
settled in a month if it had not been 
for the invasion of the field by’ revolu- 


Aionary agitators. 


ssig was asked how many of the 
silk workers were in-the I, W. W. or- 
ganization. . 

“We had 500 men in our organization,” 
he replied, “and they represented for 
the most part only two mills.” 

“And did you make any -effort to see 
the employers petore, calling their. work- 
ers.out?”’

* We did not,” Lessig replied. “‘ We 
struck because the four-loom system was 
spreading, and we figured it out that if 
our workers got to tending four looms, 
instead of .two which they formerly 
tended, ‘bosses soon would be able to 
lay off. half the workers.

JFEARS PERIL OF HYSTERIA 


'|}Danger in Suddenness of Progres- 


sive Measures — Deplores Bad 
Losers of Present-Day 
Minorities. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 15.—Ex- 
President William Howard Taft deliv- 
ered the Phi Beta Kappa oration of 
Harvard’s commencement exercises at 
Sanders Theatre today. Mr. Taft took 
as his subject “‘The Supreme Court of 
the: United States and Popular Self- 
Government.” He considered present- 
day tendencies, attacked the recall, of 
judicial decisions, and reviewed ex- 
haustively noteworthy decisions of the 
highest court, which he asserted at the 
time seemed to be in conflict with the 
contemporaneous view of the people, but 
which nevertheless the people respected. 
In the end, however, Mr. Taft asserted, 
the deliberate will of the people was 
not defeated because the judgments in 
question either had been followed by 
constitutional amendments or by ac- 
knowledged acquiescence in the wisdom 
of the courts’ action. In his peroration 
Mr. Taft said: 

“‘ We live in an age of extremists. We 
live in an age of iconoclasts. We live 
in an age of radical reformers who have 
the ear of many of the people. The 
danger to the people is that in a hys- 
teria of supposed reform and a hope of 
an imposible millennium the structure 
of our Government may be so seriously 
affected and the relation between the 
Government und’ the individual so sub- 
stantially changed that it will take 
years to retrace the unwise step. 

‘“‘In such a transition period, in such 
a time when the suddenness of progres- 
sive measures seems more important 
than their wisdom, we need the staying, 
conservative hand of the Supreme Court, 
not,to prevent reform by the exercise 
of popular will but to prevent chahge by 
popular whim. 

“The history of the court in previous 
political crises and its quiet but effective 
strength to outiive such attacks upon 
it as we now see preparing against it 
should lead all lovers of.liberty ‘regu- 
lated by law to take courage, and when- 
ever every other branch of the Govern- 
ment fails'us in sane sound action, to 
look to the court as the bulwark to 
Save the people from injury by the 
hasty action of a majority of the elec- 
torate.”’ 

Mr. Taft was listened to with profound 
attention.

“The court is. said.to exercise: irre- 
sponsible power and the judges to assert 
a divine right to’ defeat the wiil of the 
people when ‘inconsistent with their 
economic’ or. political < views. These 
crities are not satisfied with the oppor- 
tunity for amendment afforded by the 
Constitution. . It is. thought to. be’ too

Mr. Taft then. referred to the Anglo- 
Saxon instinct:for government and the 
rule:that a 2 holy shall have a hear- 
ing and that the minority’ shall submit 
to the: will ‘of the:majority.. ‘‘Law,’’ he 
said, “‘is not the sum of those rules of 
conduct which are morally right, but 
those rules which are actually enforced 
by the governing power.’’ Tracing the 
history of the governmental life of the 
English people, he said: 

“The identification of all who are 
under the law with its making, either 
as successful or unsuccessful contest- 
ants or participants, has strengthened 
in the English mind greatly the law's su-. 
pepaaecy It creates the sportsmanlike 
mpulse to abide by the result‘of a fair- 
ly fought game, to the acceptance of 
which, unpalatable as it may be, each 
individual is moved because looks for- 
ward sometimes to winning in the same 

me. The enduring character of the 

nglish Government and of the govern- 
ments that have been derived from it, 
like our own,'is to be traced in this 
training of the minority to be good 
losers. - But the quality of being good 
lesers will not persist‘in minorities, un- 
less maforities exercise their power 
with ‘fairness. 

“It is the abuse of power by the rul- 
ing element that sows the seeds of 
revolution in a government, whether by 
the few or by the majority. Conscious- 
ness of this truth lon ago implanted 
in the minds of the Englishmen pro- 
found respect for the limitations of the 
unwritten British constitution. 

*‘ Acting upon this same conviction, 
our ancestors framed and ratified our 
Constitution so as to impose upon them- 
selves and the generations who were to 
foliow them very similar limitations. ~In 
view, however, of the different enyiron- 
men the less weighty influence of 
tradition in a young country, the found- 
ers of our Government devised new ma- 
chinery for rendering such limitations 
effective. They put them in written form 
and declared them to be the fundamen- 
tal law, and then created a Supreme 
Court to construe and enforce it. Thus 
was temporary popular action to be kept 
within. the field of right and justice, 
as they conceived it. Now, if it be true 
that the time has come to make changes 
nour Constitution by qualifying our 
present personal and property rights 
and by increasing to a proportionate ex- 
tent, Governmen power over the indi- 
vidual, moderation in the extent of such 
changes and deliberate fairness in the 
method of making them will be neces- 
Bary to continue the peace and en- 
during: character of the Government and 
the acquiescence of the minority who do 
not concur in the wisdom of .what is 
done, and whose rights and liberties are 
to be curtailed. 

“It is a great mistake to suppare that 
the present day Government is to reduce 
discontent by widening the field of im- 
pulsive action of a temporary majority at 
the polls. What the observer of present 
conditions must note is the growing un- 
willingness of a minority to abide by the 
judgment of the majority when. they 
think that they are unjustly treated. 

Proves Point with Militants. 

The exhibition of what has been going 
on in England for the last three or four 
years by the militant suffragettes is an 
instance of what I mean. They use 
force, and with modern explosives’ and 
the freedom of modern lifé they are able 
to do public and private dessin utterly 
out of proportion to their numerical

That assumption, as a gen- 
eral rule, is well founded; but if the ac- 
tion of the majority is seriously to im- 
pale the right of property, then we may 
ind that their conservatism, like that of 
Ulster, will change to the rebellious 
spirit. The property owners are not few 
in* number. he rich may be few com- 
paratively, but those who have earned 
and saved include many milion farmers 
as well as business men, wage-sarners 
as well as capitalists. 

** Men with small homes and moderate 
savings will look upon a modification of 
their aang A rights with quite as much 
impatience and quite as much spirit of 
protest as other classes.

not be done except after fullest consid-

‘‘ Judges are men, and are Iiable at 
time to err. er may in some cases be 
prejudiced by their previous environ- 
ment, political or class, They may some- 
times allow their economic bias to con- 
trol them in what should be a purely 
legal construction. To concede this is 
only to say that the court is not. divinely 
inspired and is human. But men se- 
lected as our Supreme Judges are, with 
the great ability and learning and high 
character they have shown, are the best 
agency that has yet been devised for a 
just and reasonable construction of the 
fundamental law. 

“They are as impartial and indepen- 
dent as human contrivance can make 
them. They are able, profound lawyers 
as they are, to distinguish the funda- 
mental principles of law from the casual 
rule. They are able discriminately and 
wisely to reach a construction of the 
written law, as responsive to the 
changes in conditions and to the pre- 
vailing morality and predominant pub- 
lic opinion as the language of the in- 
strument will reasonably permit. Their 
judgments are convincing arguments 
to justify their conclusions, are made 
with responsibility for consistenc with 
past adjudications, with careful con- 
sideration of consequences that must 
logically follow in future application of 
the Constitution, and with a proper re- 
gard for that uniformity in operation 
that should characterize just laws .and 
their administration. 

“How many of these elements would 
be present in a ‘decision at a_ biennial 
election by a plurality of the, electorate 
upon a complicated question of consti- 
tutional law under the excitement and 
sensation of dealing with a special case 
and all the irrelevancy of campaign ar- 
gument? In the conflicting and various 
interests that elements of society in 
its modern form are developing, the 
need for some tribunal like the Supreme 
Court, therefore, grows greater, not 
less.” 


Court Enforced Popular Will. 


Mr. Taft then reviewed the great de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court which at 
the time had seemed at variance with 
popular will and referred to the attacks 
which had been made upon it. In gon- 
clusion he said: , P 

“The general result of these Judg- 
ments. of the court, I have reylewed, 
has been that instead of defeating the 
will of the people, they mereély/ secured 
its deliberate expression and /then en- 


forced it. Consider. the histéry of the 
court and country and point/Ato a single 
instance in which the court prevented 
the accomplishment of the/settled pur- 
pose of the majority of thé people. Do 
the people believe ‘today ‘in Marshall's 
liberal construction of the Constitution 
or Jefferson’s? Do th believe today 
in Marshall's: view of a United States 
bank or: Jackson's? Do they believe in 
Marshall’s view of the obligation of a 
State Governor to respect the writ of 
habeas corpus issued by the Supreme 
Court or Jackson’s?.. Do they believe in 
Taney’s view of the wer of the Fed- 
eral Government to enforce United. States 
law in a State or that of those who re- 
sisted the fugitive slave law? Do they 
believe in. the power af Congress to de- 
clare Grednbechs legal tender? Surely 
the conversion: of a large part of the 
Democratic Party to irredeemable paper 
currency and its embracing as a party 
olicy the free coinage of silver would 
ndicate a ate acquiescence in that 
judgment. o they regret that the Sua- 
preme Court preserved the autonomy 
and sovereignty of the States in the 
Slaughter House and Civil Rights cases 
by the mafority’s ‘construction of the 
fourteénth amendment? :

Julius Ochs Adler of Chattanooga de- 
livered the class oration as a starter 
this morning, dwelling in a serious vein 
on the opportunity and. responsibility 
which these ‘‘newest alumni” are to 
shoulder. 

“* We face a situation unparalleled in 
the history of the world,’’ he said. ‘‘ We 
are constantly being told of the marvel- 
ous opportunities afforded the young 
man of today. Yet so surfeited- does 
the average undergraduate become with 
the ease and luxury of a college career 


that he pens | fails to grasp the true 
significance of his good fortune. 


Dream of Universal Peace. 


“Civilization has advanced to that 
stage which will not tolerate national 
expansion and aggrandizement at any 
cost. A desire for the good opinion of 
mankind is sought above all alse. 
No longer does might make right. 
The world of the crusades and heretic- 
burning, of asceticism and serfdom, the 
honor of the duel and the justice of the 


ordeal, the evidence of torture and the 
religion of physical compulsion are all 
things of the past. With the evergrow- 
ing preponderance of this idea we see 
the dream of universal peace slowly 
emerging upon the far distant horizon 
of reality. 

“Great problems are arising demand- 
ing immediate attention, and it is the 
college-trained man who must con- 
tribute the proper solution.. Socialism, 
the discontent of the laboring man, the 
movement for initiative, referendum, 
and recall, are but faint mutterings of 
the volcanic outbursts for popular Gov- 
ernment that are to sweep this country 
within the next few years. ; 

“We should contradict many of the 
lessons which history ‘has. furnished 
were we to’affirm that a Government, 
89: administered,. would do most toward 
the nation’s welfare and the people’s 
happiness. Greece, the victim of such 
& system, is just awakening from the 
Slumber of ages. Centuries of darkness 
and servitude have rested upon the land 
of Homer and Aristotle. he has cast 
from: her the incubus ‘of’ Turkish 
despotism, but in again displaying that 
standard which triumphed at Salamis 
and Marathon, she floats it over a 
Government which’is not a pure demo- 
cracy. In boyhood we study the history 
of ther rise and fall. In thoughtless 
manhood, we are apt to revert to it as 
an interesting piece of general informa- 


on. 

*‘But as patriotic citizens, we should 
deduce from it lessons of practical 
statecraft. And yet the world is but 
on the threshold of undreamed possi- 
bilities. The door of ‘knowledge has 
beén pushed slightly ajar. Within the 
mext two generations we shall have 
pushed: through .into the dazzling glare 
of: what: is now not merely incredible 
but.inconceivable. _. 


Test of University Training. 


‘‘ What part does the graduating class 
of a great institution of learning intend 
to play in this dawn of a new civiliza- 
tion. Obviously enough, we are looked 
to as its leaders. Civilization after all 
is merely a matter of ideas, and if the 
work of American store students 
stands. for anything it is the perpetua- 
tion and. development of the moral and 
intellectual factors imbibed duri his 
university career. ‘If the kind of ideas 
absorbed are not the sort to influence 
American thought and determine its 
character, then a college training is 
not fulfilling its most vital function. 
It means that its teachings are not con- 
cerned with the perceptions upon which 
civilization rests, in whose proper de- 
velopment, of course, the arts and 
sciences are all important factors.

OSBORN PRIMARY PLANS. 


Including an Incorrect Assumption 
as to a Source of Information. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I find in your issue of this morning 4 
column headed “Osborn’s Primary Plan 
Is Rejected.” The text states in sub- 
stance that a conference was held at 
luncheon on Friday with “‘ certain pow- 
erful and independent Democrats’ to 
agree upon a harmony primary. I beg 
to say that in so far as this article 
refers to a conference and purports to 
state my views of methods of securing 
a Democratic ticket this year it is 
srossly misleading. 

The so-called “conference” was a pri- 
vate luncheon at the Down Town Club 
held on an hour’s notice, at which were 
present a well known lawyer in the 
city, another gentleman, and myself. 
It was informal, and I frankly. spoke 
my hope that the coming conference 
would result in placing several tickets 
before ‘the electors to carry out the 
spirit of the primary law, and suggested 
a@ method by which I thought this end 
could be secured. The statement in 
your article corresponds with some pre- 
cision to the views expressed by the 
third gentleman present. I said to 
him he was quite at liberty to pre- 
sent his views to the conference. I 
did not say that he was at liberty 
to present his views to the public 
through the medium of the press as 
if they were the formal results of dis- 
cussion by a representative body of 
independents with the Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee. 

Neither the other gentleman nor I have 
mentioned the lunch or the talk to any 
person. The social side of the third gen- 
tleman’s action is not a matter of public 
concern, but I write this correction to 
assure those of your readers who may 
be interested that the article in question, 
so far as I have been informed, repre- 
sents his views and not those of any 
organized body of independent “ Wilson 
men.” [This gentleman, who is named 
by Mr. Osborn, was not THE Timzs’s 
informant.) 

I have two principal objccts in the 
coming campaign, namely, to give the 
people of the State the choice of can- 
didates which the primary law purports 
to guarantee them, and second, to gain 
for President Wilson and his pclicies 
the election of as large a Democratic 
representation in Washington as can be 
Secured by honorable mcans. Holding 
as I do great admiration for the Presi-

Hach of the three plans open to em-~- 
ployers for the insurance of risks under 
the Workmen’s Compensation act— 
|namely insurance in the State Fund, 
with a stock insurance company, or 
through mutual associations organized 
by groups of employers—has its advo- 
cates. 

For the State Fund, these advantages 

are claimed: 
- It affords the only method open to an 
employer to obtain absolute release 
from all Habilities incurred under the 
Compensation act. Should a stock in- 
surance company, or a mutual company 
become insolvent, the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Commission would have the 
right to collect from insuring employers 
the amounts due injured employes or 
the dependents of employes who have 
been killed; for which the insurance 
carrier has defaulted. 

The State! Fund will be in a position 
to furnish insurance at lowest net cost 
because it will pay no solicitors and no 
profits to stockholders, and because for 
the first two and one-half years the 
State will pay all the expenses incurred 
in connection with the management of 
the fund. 

That the Workmen’s Compensation 
Commission, in addition to administer- 
ing the State Fund, will have direct 
charge of all matters relating to the de- 
termination of claims and the adminis- 
tration of the law itself, and that under 
the circumstances employers will not 
be compelled to deal with more than 
one agency in_ connection with liabili- 
~ incurred under the Compensation 
ac 
Advocates of insurance of compensa- 
tion Mabilities with stock companies 
urge that this plan affords these ob- 
vious advantages: 

The stock insurance companies can 
select their risks and by rejecting appli- 
cants whose plants are not up to date 
can establish a basis for rate-making 
which will not involve the penalizing 
of progressive employers for the neglect 
of others who do not provide proper 
safety devices for the protection of the 
life and limb of their workmen. The 
State Fund presumably must accept all 
risks. 3 

The stock companies are in a posi- 
tion to combine in a blanket policy not 
Ohly compensation insurance, but in- 
surance to meet claims of employes 
whose occupations do not bring them 
fairly within the Compensation act, but 
who can bring damage suits under the 
common law and recover, as well as 
insurance against ‘‘ public liabilities " 
which may arise in connection with the 
operation of elevators, vehicles, and 
the like. 

That only such blanket insurance will 
enable an employer in industries cov- 
ered only in part by the Compensation 
act to make this item a fixed charge

State Fund was the only method pro- 
vided for. The subsequent modifications 
to render the other two methods avail- 


able were ‘largely in response to the| 


very vigorous protests registered on 
behalf of the casualty companies ahd 
by certain employers who were aciuated 
partly by the possibilities of the mutual 
Plan and partly by their fear that 
politics might enter into the adminis- 
tration of the State Fund. 

In every discussion of the “ State 
Fund” it should be understood at the 
outset that the State does not con- 
tribute to the fund even by furnishing 
the nucleus for its creation, and that 
the State is not through any present 
enactment bound to assume Miability for 
the payment of claims under the Com- 


The State Fund will consist entirely of 
premiums paid in by employers insuring 
in it and the interest earned upon money 
so contributed to the fund and subse- 
quently invested. The State Treasurer will 
be the custodian of all money belonging 
to the fund and of all securities in which 
money belonging to the fund has been in- 
vested. He is required to furnish sep- 
arate sureties, approved by the State 
Controller, for the faithful performance 
of his duties in connection with the trust 
imposed upon him by the new law. 

The Compensation act provides for the 
setting aside of 10 per cent, of all pre- 
miums paid for the creation of a sur- 
plus until the surplus shall aggregate 
$100,000, and thereafter 5 per cent. of all 
premiums paid in until in the judgment 
of the commission the amount shall be 
large enough to cover the catastrophe 
hazard. The law also provides for the 
creation of a reserve adequate to meet 
all anticipated losses and to carry all 
claims under outstanding policies to their 
maturity. The surplus and reserve may, 
pursuant to resolution passed by the com- 
mission and approved by the State Con- 
troller, be invested in the classes of se- 
curities open for investment to the sav- 
ings banks. Such securities may be sold, 
pursuant to a resolution of the commis- 
sion approved by the Controller, 

The expense of administering the State 
Fund will be paid for the first two and 
one-half years by the State. After Jan. 
1, 1017, the cost, of administering the 
State Fund must be levied against that 
fund itself. The expense of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Commission, as 


such, will be paid by the State, as in the- 


case of other State departments. 

The Workmen’s Compensation Com- 
mission is given sole power to classify 
risks and fix premiums for the State 
Fund. In the case of the stock tnsur- 
ance companies and the mutual associa- 
tions rates must be approved by the In- 
surance Department, but the Compen- 
sation Commission in these matters is

The 
weekly newspaper we have tried to sustain. 
It now has a circulation of 80,000 copies and 
is still growing. It is supporting itself and 
paying, little by little, the funeral expenses 
of the dead magazine—having reduced the 
old indebtedness about $4,000 in the past 
year. 

Its present trouble was forced by the suit 
of one of the founders of the corporation, 
who was editor of the magazine, for his 
salary indebtedness, most of which amount 
I found on the books when the magazine 
died, I think if the present proceedings clear 
the air, and the newspaper is left under its 
present management, it will succeed. Its 
purpose is not to make money, nor has any 
of the gentlemen now interested ever dreamed 
of it as a money-making venture,

1913 GOOD MARINE YEAR. 


International’s Annual Report 
Shows Large Increase of Earnings. 


The International Mercantile Marine 
Company had the best year of its his- 
tory in 1918. ‘The surplus shown in 
the annual report yesterday was 50 per 
cent. more than that of the preceding 
year and much better than in 1911. 

Gross earnings from steamship traffic 
were $47,519,404, compared with $42,-

AGAINST IMMODEST DANCES 


Members Denounce Them and Also

CHICAGO, June 15.—Ella Flagg 
Young today told delegates to the bien- 
nial convention of the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs that sex lec- 
tures to the school ‘children were a suc- 
cess. A 

“The girls. enlightened, left the lec- 
ture halls with uplifted chins in con- 
sciousness of the womanhood that was 
in them instead of with the smirks of 
ignorance,” declared Mrs. Young, who is 
Superintendent of the Chicago Public 
Schools. 

Mrs. Young said that when it became 
apparent that public sentiment demand- 
ed the teaching of personal hygiene—it 
is not called sex hygiene in the schools 
here—she was reluctant to take the 
responsibility.

Real Estate Board and Safety 
First Society Hope to Pro- 
vide for Children. 


Corporation Counsel Polk Says Prop- 
erty Owners Can Be Protected 
—Officials Indorse Project. 


If the plans of the Safety First So- 
ciety and the Real Estate Board of New 
York are carried out successfully thou- 
sands of anxious mothers will be re- 
lieved and thousands of their children 
protected while at play this Summer, 
for it is expected that very few young- 
sters will be driven to the busy streets 
for recreation. 

A solution of the playground problem 
that has vexed settlement workers has 
been found in the lots with which the 
city abounds, in the opinion of pro- 
moters of the new scheme. The mem- 
bers of the Safety First Society have 
had the plan in mind for some time. 
They have seen the boys playing ‘‘ Red 
Rover” and “shinny” almost under 
the wheels of passing trucks, and the 
girls busy with their ‘‘ hop-scotch * on 
the crowded sidewalks, and they have 
decided that owners of vacant property 
may be willing to loan their lots to the 
city’s boys ‘and girls. 

When the plan was first conceived 
many questions presented themselves. 
Would the owner of the lots be respon- 
sible for a possible injury to a child 
while at play? Would play attendants 
be necessary? Would the city incur 
further obligations to protect the chil- 


dren? What protective steps should be 
taken? 
The questions were submitted to Cor- 
oration Counsel Frank L. Polk. Mr. 
‘olk decided that the owner of the lots 
would not be liable for a child’s injury 
at play if there was no defect or con- 
struction on the land in question. The 
owner of the lot, he suggested, might 
have a written agreement whereby he 
relinquished all control of thé lot while 
it was used as a playground. He said 
that there was no necessity for a play 
attendant unless the large number of 
children at play or the character of the 
play accessories seemed to warrant it. 

r. Polk said that the city would in- 
cur no additional obligations to protect 
the children if the grounds were free 
from defects and properly adapted to 
use as playgrounds. »

RT. REV. A. R. TUCKER DEAD. 


Canon of Durham Succumbs Sud: 
denly in Westminster Abbey. 


LONDON, June 15.—The Right Rev. 
Alfred Robert Tucker, Canon of Durham 
since 1911, became suddenly ill in West- 
minster Abbey today and died in that 
edifice. He was born in 1849.. 


Dr. Tucker began his education at’ 
Christ Church, Oxford, and received his 
D from this institution. He later 
received the honor: degree of L.L. D. 
at Cambridge. Ordained in 1882, he im- 
mediately became curate at Clifton and 
Durham, retaining the office until 1890, 
when he became op of -Eastern 
Equatorial Africa, or Mombasa. Yn 1899 
he became Bishop of Uganda, holding 
gland until i911. On his return. to 





England he wrote a - entitled 
re hteen Years in Uganda,” which at- 
tracted considerable attention. He was 
also a large contributor to religious pub- 
lications. Dr. ker spent his last 
three years in Durham. 


E. Howlett, Sr., Noted Whip, Dead. 
Edwin Howlett, Sr., the most prom- 


inent whip in Europe, died at his home: 


in Paris, France, on last Saturday. Mr. 
Howlett was 79 years old. His reputa- 
tion in coaching matters was interna- 
tional.

He is survived by his widow, 
two daughters, and two sons, Edwin 
Howlett, Jr.. and Maurice B. Howlett,

WOMEN TO COMPETE 
IN OLYMPIC GAMES 


But They May Be Limited to 
Only Few Minor Sports in 
international Series. 


PARIS, June 15.—The delegates from 
the United States to the International 
Olympic Congress stood hand in hand 
with those from Turkey, Japhkn, and 
France today at the opening session of 
the congress, when they voted against 
the eligibility of women to compete at 
the Olympic games, All the other twen- 
ty-eight countries, represented by some 
200 delegates, voted in favor of the Ger- 
man proposition that women be allowed 
to compete. The English proposal that 
points gained by Women should be 
counted in calculating the position of 
the various nations also was adopted. 

James BH. Sullivan, head of the Amer- 
ican delegation, explained on behalf of 
the United States that he and his fel- 
low-delegates had come to the congress 
with a mandate to vote against the 
women. In the course of the discussion 
there was some comment on American 
action in the matter. 
A suggestion from Sweden which at- 
tracted attention was that women 
should organize a series of exclusively 
feminine Olympic games, to be held be- 


_tween the quadrennial Olympic games 


for men. 

Judging from the speeches delivered 
today, even by advocates of the ¢com- 
petition of women, it is proposed to al- 
low women to take part only in afew 
sports such as tennis and skating and 
possibly fencing, swimming, and gym- 
nastics as displays.

A well-known Southern clothing firm 
has a& novel scheme for increasing its 
business. The birth records’ are scanned 
in the newspapers every day and rec- 
ord is made of the birth of each male 
child.

To Curtall Production? 

Considerable comment has been heard 
here of late concerning the possibility 
of curtailment on the part of some of 
the Southern. cotton mills in July and 
August. Some of these mills are said 
to_be in a bad way for cotton and the 
curtailment, if it comes at all, will, it is 
said, be made more with the idea of 
bearing the cotton market than buHing 
the market for the finished goods. In 
some quarters it is thought that busi- 
ness will be good during July, despite 
the fact it is usually a hard month on 
the gray goods trade. If the @xpected 
improvement materializes and the ru- 
mored curtailment succeeds in forcing 
prices down on the raw material, the 
mills that continue in operation should 
be able to operate more nearly at a 
real profit than has been the case for 
some time.

Duty on a Tanning Extract. 

Appraiser Sague announced yesterday 
that subject to the approval of the Treas- 
ury Department, he proposes to change 
the classification of liquid quebrache éx- 
tract containing myrobalan extract, from 
free entry under the new tariff as has 
been the practice since the enactment 
of the law last October, to classification 
as @ nonh-enumerated manufactured arti- 
cle at 15 per cent. ad valorem, under 
Paragraph 385. Paragraph 624 pro- 
vides for ‘‘ quebrache éxtract,’’ but the 
customs officials are taking the ground 
that the presence of myrobalan extract 
in the qustreche product excludes the 
commodity from the benefit of the free 
list. The extract is used in tanning 
operations. The indications are that 
importers will challenge the Apprais- 
er’s action by appealing to the courts 
for judicial construction of the law.

Styles In Ribbons. 

Ribbon manufacturers have not yet en- 
tered upon the busy season, but business 
is by no means quiet with them. Where 
the proper merchandise is to be obtained 
conditions are reported as very satis- 
factory. The démand, however, is run- 
ning to.a few falties, and on_ these 
is especially active. White goods are 
selling freely: -Moires- are mre od fa- 
vored, and here is to be noted éaning 
toward satin. finished goods. Roman 
stripes .and bayaderes, which were 
thought to have reactted the zenith of 
their popularity some six weeks ago, are 
figuring just as largely as ever. Plaids 
being of a similar nature to the above 
are moving quite freely. For. the light 
Summer dresses, warp effects 
used oxtenevee.

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A Few Large Changes in Other- 
wise Stagnant Market—Gold 
and Paris Money Rates. 


Dealings on the Stock Bxchange yes- 
terday searcely rose above the very 
small scale of Saturday’s trading. On 
such a volume of business important net 
changes were naturally in the minority. 
The net decline of 14% points in St. 
Louis Southwestern preferred on the 
news that the dividend: on that stock 
would be omitted, losses of over 2 points 
in Southern Railway preferred and. Soo 
Line preferred, and of 3 points in Den- 
ver & Rio Grande preferred, and a gain 
of 11% points in General Chemical were 
the price movements which stood out 
from an otherwise rather colorless rec- 
ord. Missouri Pacific weakened, under 
the influence of the liquidation.in other 
stocks of the group to which it belongs, 
but its loss was confined to less than a 
point. 

Traders once again had very little 
help or hindrance from without Wall 
Street, and the day’s business in the 
stocks ‘which usually lead in point of 
activity reflected very plainly the do- 
nothing disposition of the moment. Fur- 
ther important decisions from the Su- 
preme Court were talked of during the 
morning, but were not handed’ down, 
and the latest reports which came from 
Washington regarding the JHastern 
freight rate cases were to the effect that 
several days more, and perhaps a week 
or two, might elapse before the com- 
mission’ action in this case would be an- 
nounced. If the Street was disappointed 
by. this reported postponement of news 
which it has. eagerly been awaiting, it 
gave little sign of it, so far as the stock 
market was concerned. Prices receded 
fractionally, but the movement was 
scarcely pronounced enough to be re- 
garded as a positive reflection of any 
clearly formed market viewpoint. 

If the suggestion made by the majority 
leader in the House of Representatives, 
that the appropriation, bills be passed 
and Congress then adjourn, postponing 
until after election any further consid- 
eration of the anti-trust bills, had been 
regarded by the financial community as 
likely to be accepted, it might have 
caused some display of enthusiasm on 
the Stock Exchange over the prospect 
of avoiding new business legislation at 
this time. As it was, the day’s dis- 
patches from Washington made it plain 
that the President was not inclined to 
entertain any such suggestion. The

The stubbornness of discount rates at 
Paris, in the face of the very large gold 
shipments to that centre, increases the 
diffieulty, of calculating the probable 
duration of the French demand for gold. 
It seems possible, however, that this de- 
mand may be brought to an end by a 
sudden change*in the French money po- 
sition, but this is the sort of event which 
cannot be confidently counted on. It 
might possibly come about through. the 
release of funds by the French market 
after the successful flotation of the ex- 
pected national loan. If that cleared the 
way for the permanent financing of the 
large amount of temporary loans to for- 
eign Governments and others which have 
been carried in the French market, it 
would serve to bring about a decidedly 
more comfortable position at Paris. If 
such a change appeared to be near at 
hand the fact that very heavy additions 
had lately been made :to the French gold 
supply might make the change for the 
better a rapid one. Meanwhile, the 
heavy inflow of gold to Paris has failed 
to find normal reflection, either in the 
discount rates there or in the level of 
exchange between Paris and the other 
great money markets.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The long- 
waited. full list of members of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board was sent to the 
Senate to-day by the President. It 
contained one surprise. At the last 
minute it was announced at the White 
House that E. C. Simmons had declined 
membership on the board because of 
his business engagements. Charles S. 
Hamlin of Massachusetts, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, was named 
in his place. Mr, Hamlin had been 
under consideration for a long time, but 
it was said that the President had hoped 
to be able to keep him in the Treas- 
lury Department, where his services 
were considered particularly valuable. 

It had been expected that Thomas B. 
Jones of Chicago would be Governor of 
the new currency system, but it was 
said today that the highest post would 
go to Mr. Hamlin.
